It was also stated in the let- 
ter that reports of SSC’s basket- 
bal! players using profanity could 
be heard throughout the gymna- 
sium were turned into Coyle's 
office. Another complaint in- 
volved the profanity which was 
hurled at Nevada coach Jake 
Lawlor, by the SSC _ rooters, 
when he stood to talk to a ref- 
eree. 

Coyle, however, apologized to 
the Associated Students of SSC 
for the occurrence of the inci- 
dent,

Assembly Bill ‘Would 
Outlaw Fraternities 


The provisions of a bill intro- 
duced into the state assembly 
would in effect outlaw fraterni- 
ties and religious groups on the 
Sacramento State College cam-

The bill, authored by Assem- 
blyman Edward E. Elliott (D-Los 
Angeles), would deny state owned 
campus facilities to any student 
organization which restricts its 
membership on the basis of race, 
color, religion or national origin. 


That is, if students 
If approved by the 
Foundation, the motion will go 
into effect next Monday. 

Stanley W. Pretzer 
manager of the college, 
bail started when he appeared 
before Council to state the fi- 
nancial woes of the Hornet foun- 
dation and particularly of the 
cafeteria, which he said has been 
losing money for the last few 
months. 

According to Pretzer, the only 
way to offset the loss of revenue 
was to hike prices or hire moni- 
tors for a short length of time 
to instruct students to bus their 
dishes. Pretzer felt that if cafe- 
teria employees were freed from 
the additional job of table-clear- 
ing, money in the form of wages 
could be saved. 

Floyd Fennochio, 
class president, and Corky Fer- 
gusson, secretary-treasurer, pro- 
tested the move as being, “chil- 
dish. immature and unnecessary” 
but were submerged by a 6-2 
vote. 

Council engaged in another 
lengthy debate, again tipped off 
by Pretzer, who asked for auth- 
ority to deputize campus police 
and give them authority to write 
“hot tickets” as well as warn- 
ings. 

The motion to deputize the 
campus police was tabled to al- 
low time to determine student 
opinion. 

The Council also: 

Heard a letter from Chuck 
Coyle, president of the Univere 
sity of Nevada student body. 
Coyle felt that if SSC students 
had not remained seated during 
the playing of the UN alma 
mater, the fracas of February 22 
could have been avoided. Tom 
Willoughby, ASSSC president 
said that from the tone of Coyle’s 
letter, “it doesn’t deserve the dig- 
nity of a reply.” 

Adopted Herky the Hornet as 
drawn by Jim Enos as the offi- 
cial insignia of Sacramento State 
College and appear on all decals, 
pennants and official cards and 
stationery. 

Tabled a suggestion ta have 
the snack bar open at night for 
evening classes. 

Tabled to a future date the 
discussion of student body cards 
for parttime students. 

Approved the creation of a 
Fine Arts Board to work within 
the fields of art, music, drama, 
and speech.

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Nevada Writes Letter 


The University of Nevada, which won the Far Western 
conference basketbal! crown three weeks ago, added a new 
title this week. The Wolfpack now holds the world’s’ free- 
stvle pettiness championship. 

Admittedly, the Wolves never had a corner on the sports- 
manship market. but a recent letter from Chuck Coyle, Ne- 
vada Associated Students president to Tom Willoughby, 
Associated Students of Sacramento State College president, 
is a new low — even for Nevada. 

The letter is a weak attempt to justify the actions of 
Nevada students following the FWC championship series 
in Reno, During the post-game melee, a group of Nevada 
rooters did almost $150 damage to Lee DeBord’s car. The 
Nevada president agreed to pay the damages — a tacit 
admission of guilt, but he showed his wounded feelings by 
writing the two page letter to Willoughby. 

It is difficult te show just how ridiculous this letter is. 
However, a paragraph or two will give an indication. The 
pay-off passage goes like this: 

During my four years here at Nevada, I have never seen the

evening the courtesy of standing either of the two times that the 
University of Nevada alma mater was being played. I do think that 
this infringement can be attributed to the fact that Sacramento stu- 
dents were without knowledge of the fact that the alma mater was 
being played, since everyone else in the gymnasium was standing at 
the time. Of course. if the students at Sacramento State College have 
not been briefed on this courtesy, they are to be excused. 

Willoughby’s comment on that sentiment was pungent 
and to the point and deserves to be printed in its entirety. 
It goes like this: “I'll be darned if I'll stand for the Nevada 
alma mater.” 

It would seem that Nevada, being the host college would 
be able to find enough students to stand for their song 
without trying to recruit extras from SSC, If standing for 
another’s alma mater is a collegiate custom, it must be pe- 
culiar to the state of Nevada. 

For any readers who believe that the previously quoted 
paragraph was a typical, try this one: 

“As tor the air horn, the students at the University of Nevada 
have ne objections to this tyme of toy being used, if it is used with 
some discreation. However, I counted seven different times when 
it was used to “drown out” the Nevada songleaders. Again, I may 
be wrong; this could be your interpretation of sportsmanship. 

Apparently Coyle underestimated his fellow students 
reaction to the “toy” because several Nevada rooters tried 
to steal it following the game and did manage to destroy 
it. The air horn is no longer usable. 

The Hornet is sorry the home-town Nevada club was 
unable to yell loud enough to compete with a hand-full of 
SSC fans and a commonly used mechanical instrument. 

One thing, though, when Nevada does something, they 
do it big. Why go on being known as one of the league's 
most unsportsmanlike colleges — when it is so easy to take 
undisputed first place.

Condemas Classes ©: 
EDITOR OF THE HORNET: 


I agree with Thomas Rees (ars 
ticle —- “Lawmaker Raps Educa- 
tion Classes,” The Hornet, March 
1). In order to graduate from 
Sacramento State College with a 
General Elementary Credential, 
a student must have at least 40 
units of education classes, but 
does the student have any choice 
at all? No, he must take the 
prescribed series of indoctrina- 
tions (brain washings), going 
into them as an open-minded, 
curious intellect and emerging as 
a blurry-eyed yes-man, mumbling 
at intervals, “the whole child 
must be educated,” “he’s not a 
bad boy, just emotionally upset,” 
or “we must have democracy in 
the classroom.” 

To those who are unfamiliar 
with our education classes here 
at Sacramento State, let me say 
that they are am insult to one’s 
intelligence. To sit through 18 
hours of such repetitious, auth- 
oritatively -given, unnecessary 
trash (as I am doing now) is 
worse than being forced to listen 
to a record with the needle stuck 
for 40 hours a week. 

An obvious inconsistency with- 
in this structure points out very 
clearly one of the arguments 
against the necessity of taking 
these courses.

There is not time to 
give other examples, but let me 
assure you that most of the teach- 
ers I've had in education are of 
this type. They are hypocrites 
and the education department 
here at Sacrament) State College 
is a big farce.
